now adopting this method of illuminoa- 
tion, .as they evidently ‘find it more 
economical, as well as safer, than other 
jluminaots,. The charge for electrical 
power supply from the Shanghai Muni- 


cipal Counc. station compares favour- 
ably with those in any place in the East. | 
The effect of a cheap power, supply will | 
doubtless encourage manufacturers to : 
erect factories here for. different pur- | 
posed; and the potentialities of electricity 
are therefore an important factor in the 
development of the trade of the port, quite 
apart from its now universal employment 
for mitigating the summer, heat. The 
butk of the’ older rice’ mills are now 
driven by electrie motors,’ which are 
already installed in one cotton mill, and 
arrangements are being made to supply 
others similarly. ‘lo meet the growing, 
requirements of Shanghai, the new river- 
side generating station, on the river 
front, near the Point; is nearing comple- 
tion. This station is equipped wit 
generating plant rated at 4,000 kilowatts, 
which, it is expected, will be ready for 
working in March 1913, So much is the 
demand for . electricity’ extending in 
Shanghai that already. the addition of 
another 8,000 kilowatts of plant at this 
station ig contemplated; and, it is pro- 
posed to instal] it during 1914, at the end 
the capacity of the ,river- 
side station wil! et. least 12,000 
kilowatts, which, together with © the 
Fearon Road plant, will bring the 
generating capacity of the Council's two 
stations up to 18,000 kilowatts, or, say, 
24,000 horse-power, , ;

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OLD BANGKOK CHURCH PULLED 
DOWN. : 
. The old Bangkok chureh known as 
Sancta Cruz, on the west bank, haa been 
pulled down, says. tho Bangkok Times, 
and for the present the congregation will 
worship in o temporary building orectud | 
to the south of the old structure. This ie 
lit with electric light. j 

The demolition of this building recalls 
ithe enrly days of the Catholic Mission in 
‘Siam. “Father Corre, one of the priests 
who survived the troubles at -Ayuthia, 
went to Cambodia at the fall of the then 
capital agd returned when Phya Tak was 
restoring peace ‘to the country. The land 
held by the Mission at Sancta Crag was 
granted by Phya Tak to Father Gorre. 
Here he built, himself a residence ponding 
the collection of the necessary funds for 
the erection of a church. But he was not 
destined to see the church erected, Pasher 
Corre died there in 1778. , It was his. wish 
that the memory of the events tho faithful 
had passed'througk, events whieh seemed 
to him to be for the exaltation of the 
Holy Religion in Siam, should bo pre- 
served. by calling the new church Sancta 
Cruz, Ho died in 1773, but his wish. was 
not forgotten. | Bishop Pallegoix writin 
of that time says there was only a small 
huilding on the site. It was “low and 
damp.” : 

The church which has now been: taken 
down was built in 1835, and was blessed. 
in the first September in-that year. From 
being the headquarters of the Mission and 
the residence of the Bishop it has come to 
he an ordinary parish cure. Nowadays 
the congregation is principally composed 
of the descendants of the carly Portuguese 
settlora.
